Oakiand PAC To Expand

OAKLAND 一 After a three- 
hour lively debate and three roll- 
call votes，the Oakland China- 
town Project Area Committee 
(PAC) finally settled its expan- 
sion controversy and voted in 
favor of expanding at its July 9 
meeting. 

The PAC was formed by the 
Oakland Redevelopment Agency 


-(ORA) last October as a represen- 


tative body of local residents and 
community groups of the Oak- 
land Chinatown project area to 
advise ORA in all phases of the 
Urban renewal decision-making 
process. Since its inception, there 
has been much criticism directed 
at the lack of total community 
representation on the Committee, 

At its December meeting，the 
PAC voted to study the question 
of expanding its membership. 
The debate continued at subse- 
quentmeetings-. 

The meeting July 9 was no dif- 


. ferent. The hour was getting late 


and people were getting tired. At 
times，the talk seemed to go in 
circles. During the three hours of 
discussion, the PAC thrashed out 
point by point the by-law revi- 
Sions that would allow for 15 
more members. 

When the “chairman，Young 
Lee，suggested that the actual 
vote be held off till the next 
monthljy meeting，several PAC 
members shouted,， Let's get 让 
settljed now”and This should've 
been settled a long time ago.” 

Some PAC members said they 
wanted to expand，but felt that 
the groups who were waiting for 
admission were not legitimate 
groups. Others felt that expan- 
Sion Was fne，but that there 
Should be guidelines as to how 让 
should be implemented. Still 
other  PAC members accused 
others of trying to keep the Com- 
mittee from dealing with expan- 
Sion .

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NMINORITY DEPUTIES WANTED 


BY SHERIFF'S DEPT.

”Weare goingto go way above 
the required minimum in terms 
of recruitment of minorities,” 
pledged Undersherifft Charles 
Smith to East/West last week. 

The San Francisco Sheriff's De- 
partment is launching a recruit- 
ment drive to fill 74 openings 
and，if the Board of Supervisors 
approves a pending proposal 
turning administration of the City 
Prison over to the sheriff's de- 
partment，an additional 62 dep- 
uty jobs may be created this year. 

The sheriff's department, under 
federal court order to add 44 new 
deputy-jailers，is operating with 
30 “temporary” depnuties along 
with 220 permanent deputies. On 
Friday Civil Service posted no- 
tices of examination to fill the 74 
openings. Applications will be 
accepted starting July 19 and will 
close as soon as Civil Service be- 
lieves it has “enough”” appli- 
cants， 

Smith，who is one of the high- 
est ranking black officials in San 
Francisco，said that “enough” 
Was explained to him as maybe as 
low as 500 or as high as 1000. 

Sherifft Richard Hongisto and 
Civil Service Director Bernard 
Orsi are leading the recruitment 
efforts. Four minority recruiters 
have been assigned to canvass 
minority neighborhoods city- 
wide. 

The undersheriff- told 了 astV 
West that the recruiters will at- 
tempt to_ establish contacts in 
each minority community， but 
that there will not be one specific 
Chinatown recruiter. 

The physical requirements in 
the exam, Smith feels, are “over- 
all a bit easier”…than the require- 
ments for Q-2 police officer. 
There are no height and weight 
minimums， weight hftting has 


been eliminated，running dis- 
tances are Shorter and the pound- 
age minimum for hand-squeeze 
testing has been reduced. 

Smith also said that state Police 
Officer Standards and Training 
procedures will make it almost 
certain that no _ candidate with a 
felony conviction will make the 
grade. 

Salary range for deputy sheriff 
is $10,910-$13,259. 

Smith hopes that the contacts 
established in the Chinese com- 
munity can help tutor prospective 
candidates in English，as those 
with an English problem could 
encounter difficulties getting 
through the sheriff's academy 
training course，which is manda- 
tory for probationary deputies 
who pass the exam， 

The minority breakdown for 
Sworn deputies in the Sheriff's 
Department is: black，15 per 
cent; Spanish-speaking，7.5 per 
cent; Asian，2.3 per cent; and 
Pilipino and Native Arinerican，1 
per cent. 

When asked if the Sheriff's 
Department were competing with 
the Police Department in recruit- 
ing Asians at this _ time，Smith 
replied that his _ department had 
timed its recruitment drive with 
the release of city funds to hire 
personnel. Since the Sheriff's De- 
partment is not involved with 
policing in the community, it did 
not want to get into _ competition 
with or be an alternative to the 
police department, he said .

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Earl Warren and 


Asian Americans 


Together with the rest of the nation，we mourn the qeath of 
former Chief Justice Earl Warren, who at the age of 83 died of 
acardiac arrest July 9. 

Warren was attorney general of California from 1939 to 
1943; governor of California from 1943 to 1953 (the only man 
to serve three terms); and chief justice of the United States 
from 1953 to 1969. 二 

Lt was during his 16 years as chief justice that Warren made 
his controversial decisions of farthest-reaching impact on this 
country 一 reapportionment, the rightto counsel, illegal search 
and seizure leading to arrest，prayer in school, and desegre- 
gation . 

However favorable these decisions are to Asian Americans， 
there remains one blot on Warren's record 一 his role in the 
evacuation of Japanese Americans during World War 工 . 

At atime when his position as California's attorney general 
could have changed government policy and public opinion on 
the Japanese American question, he chose instead to support 
the evacuation, making raclist remarks such as: 

“Ithe Japs are released no one will be able to tell a sabo- 
teur from any other Jap. .. .We dont want to have a second 
Pearl Harbor in California. We don't propose to have the Japs 
back in Cajlifornia during this war itthere is any lawful means 
of preventing 过 . 

“We believe that when we are dealing with the Caucasian 
race we have methods that will test the joyalty of them， War- 
ren testified before the Tolan Congressional Committee. “But 
when we deal with the Japanese we are in an entirely different 
field and we cannot form any opinion that we believe to be 
sound. Their method ofiving, their language,， make for this 
Gaffrecaity se 党 

We mourn the fact that although in a private conversation 
with a Nisel in June of this year Warren made his regrets 
known，he qid not during his lifetime ever bother to publicly 
retract or apologize for his statements which placed the 
stigma of disloyalty on all persons of Japanese ancestry.， 一 


Jusfice Calls For 
A United Communify 


Superior Court Judge John Ertola ended five days of court- 
room action last Thursday when he rendered a decision on the 
case of yermzg Kam-chnzag .Sa YuLp emrevolent 4ssocrIQ- 
lom. The judge ruled that Sam Yup had observed due process 
in stripping Yeung, a former delegate to the Chinese Hospital 
board of directors，of his duties and replacing him with Yut 
Sing Sue, who now represents Sam Yup on the hospital board. 

We _ welcome this ruling not with glee but with a sigh of 
relief. We are sick and tired, as many others in the community 
are sick and tired, of watching persons occupying positions of 
leadership plot against each other in court and out. We dont 
want to see any more horror movies of charitable community 
organizations run by vindictive prima donnas: Our hearts 
already have cried too many times at funerads of community 
projects, fallen victims in 尖 的 全 of personal feuds. We ve 
had it， 

Justice calls for a united community. We hope that Judge 
Ertola's _ decision will do justice to the divided Chinatowmn 
community by stopping it from polarizing further， We feel 
happy not because one side has won and the other has lost.， 
We feel happy because we are given yet another opportunity 
to start anew, to forgive and forget，to join hands again to 
work for the betterment of the community. To us, this is what 
justice ls all about. 

We commend Judge Ertola for the great patience and inti- 
mate concern he has shown during the hearing. His has been 
a concern for an ethnic community in which he doesnt live; a 
concern for a people to whose race he doesn't belong. Let us 
join thejudge's concern for ovxr community by stopping fights 
among ourselves. Let us make this judgment at City Hall on 
July 11 a judgment to remember . . : for ourselves, our chil- 
dren and our children 's children.

A Contemporary Hero?

Last Friday，July 12，at high 
noon，the city of San Francisco 
conducted memorial services for 
former Chief Justice Earl War- 


ren. The impressive ceremony 


was held in the massive hall of 
Grace Cathedqral. Less than 150 
friends，associates, and the pub- 
lic attended this final tribute to a 
native Son who gained inter- 
national fame and respect for his 
progressive civil rights interpre- 
tation of the Constitution for 16 
years as Chief ' Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court. 

Conspicuously absent from the 
small gathering were those who 
have been the beneficiaries of 
Earl Warren s Jegacy to society. 
With the exception of a few local 
judges，minor pojliticians，and a 
handful of former associates of 
the former govermnor， there were 
no signs of those segments of the 
liberal community. 

Minorities were very few in 
number. Civil rights activists， 
representatives of progressive or- 
ganizations and others associated 
with progressive change in Soci- 
ety were nat visible. 

It was a lonely feeling for this 
writer, for I had expected to see 
many of my friends who have 
been active in progressive Imove- 
ments.， 工 _ thought to myself， 
“Have Americans forgotten al- 
ready the great contributions 上 arl 
Warren made to society2?” 

RACIST STATEMENTS 

For over Seven yearsThave ac- 
tively campaigned to extract an 
apology and expunge the public 
records of racist statements that 
impugn the loyalty of Japanese 
Americans from the former Chief 
Justice. On July 9，1974，Eazrl 
Warren passed away . 
campaign comes to an end. There 
has been no public apology nor 


any retraction of the damaging - 


statements 

Last December Ihad the oppor- 
tunity to meet and discuss my 
concerns with Earl Warren when 
he was honored by the local 
American Civil Liberties Union . 
He _ immediately responded that 
he respected my views and con- 
cerns and assured me that my re- 
quests would be fulfilled in the 
near future. TI found him to be a 
warm, cordial, and sensitive indi- 
Vidual. 

Last month，Earl Warren-was 
invited to _ speak at Morehouse 
College in celebration of the 
20th anniversary of Brow7m 2sS. 
Boara of 尼 auxcatzo7z (the case on 
desegregation). At a dinner with 
a Japanese American professor， 
Earl Warren privately.expressed 
his regrets concerning the evacu- 
ation . 

CONTRADICTIONS 

I have my regrets too that he 
did not make the public apology 
or extract the public records; 
however I am confident that his 
role in the evacuation will become 
clearer as his personal files are 
made public. I have a strong 
feeling that the contradiction of 


his role as the chief architect of 


the evacuation and his strong 
civil rights leadership will be 
apparent in the public records or 
in his autobiography. 

There is no question in Imy 
mind as to the greatness of this 
man. TI strongly believe that his 
influence and power was So great
